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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that a skilled practitioner will be 
sufficiently enabled based on paragrephs 17 and 22 to select appropriate MOSs and thermo-fuses. This is not persuasive, those 
paragraphs do nor indentify any characteristics of MOVs and fuses that would allow triggering TF6 before TF3 and therefore disconnect 
hot and neutral lines. In fact from the drawings one would expect that all the elements are similarly sized (all TF fuses are 15A and all 
MOV identified as reference 20). Claims 4,8 and 12 are objected but include an allowable subject matter: a thermal fuse associated with 
the second over-voltage protected circuit that disposed in series with the neutral line. 
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
